BENDIX IN A SUSPENSEFUL DRAMA OF HEROISM AND COURAGE 


Taut, suspenseful adventure, down- 
to-earth characterizations by a group of 
some of Hollywood’s best-known actors, 
plus a performance you will find hard to 
forget by a seven-year-old newcomer 
and his K-9 dog pal — these are the 
ingredients which make for compelling, 
hard-hitting entertainment in Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer’s new action-drama, 
“The Young and the Brave.” 

The cast, headed by Rory Calhoun 
and William Bendix, co-stars Richard 
Jaeckel, Richard Arlen and John Agar, 
with the tot played by Manuel Padilla. 
This remarkably talented youngster 
made an auspicious screen debut as the 
youngest of the Tijuana ragamuffins in 
“Dime With a Halo” and now has a role 
of incisive dramatic power as a Korean 
boy who joins a group of American sol- 
diers trying to make their way back to 
their own lines after escaping from a 
North Korean prison camp. 


There is hardly a let-up in intensity 


and excitement as the GI’s, Sgt. Brent 
(Calhoun), battle-wise Staff Set. Kane 


(Bendix), Cpl. Estway (Jaeckel) and 
Pvt. Wilson (Robert Ivers) make their 
dangerous trek through the Korean 
hills, with little cigar-smoking Han 
(Padilla) proving himself as tough and 
courageous as the men. The dog, too, 
proves himself invaluable, first in track- 
ing down a wild pig of which the 
starved escapees make a dinner ; second 
in sniffing out land-mines seconds be- 
fore they might have blown the whole 
party to smithereens. 


Hard on their track is a North 
Korean patrol. In attempting to elude 
the enemy, one suspenseful adventure 
follows another. Han is caught and 
beaten but refuses to give away his 
friends. Wilson is blown to death by one 
of the land-mines. After a fight with 
members of the North Korean patrol,

But He Won't Get Habit! 


In his role as a Korean waif hardened 
far beyond his age, seven-year-old 
Manuel Padilla head to puff on a cigar 
in opening scenes of Metro-Goldwyn- 
Mayer’s exciting “The Young and the 
Brave,” in which the talented juvenile 
plays a pivotal role with Rory Calhoun 
and William Bendix. 

Nothing daunted, Manuel puffed like 
a veteran. However, his smoking isn’t 
likely to become habit-forming, Movie 
magic made it seem like a real cigar but 
what the youngster was puffing on 
couldn’t do him the slightest harm. 

“The Young and the Brave” marks 
his second film, following on his highly 
successful debut as the youngest of the 
Tijuana ragamuffins in the MGM com- 
edy-drama “Dime with a Halo.” 


Brent and Kane don the uniforms of 
two of the men they have killed and a 
confused Han, believing them to be the 
enemy, runs away. But now a salvaged 
radio enables the GI’s to contact a U.S. 
helicopter and, having found Han again, 
the group is able to make its way back to 
headquarters. 

Kane’ returns to combat, Brent, 
wounded in the final skirmish, is taken 
to a hospital along with Han, who has 
an injured leg. But before parting, Kane 
has Brent’s promise that he will adopt 
little Han and take him back to America 
when the war ends. 

The performances in “The Young 
and the Brave” are all of a topnotch 
quality, even to that of the film’s canine 
hero, Lobo, a German Shepherd who 
will be recognized by television fans as 
Rin-Tin-Tin. 

An A. C. Lyles production, the pic- 
ture was directed by Francis D, Lyon 
from the screen play by Beirne Lay, Jr., 
based on a story by Ronald Davidson 
and Harry M. Slott. An effective musi- 
cal score by Ronald Stein stresses the 
film’s suspenseful quality. 


OFFER AN ACTOR A “MEATY” ROLE AND 
HE'S HAPPY, DECLARES RORY CALHOUN 


Rory Calhoun hit the Hollywood 
scene in a motion picture called “Some- 
thing for the Boys.” Producers quickly 
discovered there was something for the 
girls, too, in this tall, dark and hand- 
some actor. 

In a succession of action films, which 
took advantage of his well-conditioned 
physique (he twice was an inter-con- 
ference boxing champion), Calhoun 
established himself as a top favorite 
among both teen-agers and adult movie- 
goers who enjoy excitement and der- 
ring-do. 

Currently starring in Metro-Gold- 
wyn-Mayer’s “The Young and the 
Brave,” action-drama with a Korean 
War background, he again portrays a 
he-man role, that of a G.I. who leads 
a small patrol through enemy lines to 
the safety of their own headquarters. 

Calhoun considers his characteriza- 
tion in “The Young and the Brave” as 
his meatiest role since his part in “With 
a Song in My Heart,” which won him 
an Academy Award nomination. 

“T believe that any time an actor is 
given a part which calls for him to mix 


William Bendix, who co-stars with 
Rory Calhoun as a battle-scarred GI 
in Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer’s suspense- 
ful “The Young and the Brave,” is one 
actor who has been typecast for many 
years and is glad of it. 

Bendix has played down-to-earth 
characters in a long series of motion 
pictures, among them “The Hairy Ape,” 
“Lifeboat,” “The Glass Key,” “Wake 
Island,” “Johnny Holiday” and “The 
Big Steal.” 

On radio and television, he is strongly 
associated with his long-standing lead- 
ing role in the “Life of Riley” series. 


He played another typically “Bendix 
role” on the Broadway stage in “The 
Caine Mutiny Court Martial.” 


“Most actors are afraid of being 


typecast,” he says. “Not me. So I’m 
typed as the poor city Joe, every bit as 
frustrated as he is comical. This is my 
idea of a good thing, because that’s just 
the kind of guy I am. You hear about 
actors going broke? I had to go broke 
to become an actor.” 

Like a character out of some of 
O’Henry’s stories (incidentally, one of 
his hit portrayals was as Bill Driscott 
in O’Henry’s classic, “The Ransom of 
Red Chief”) Bendix was raised in pov- 
erty in New York City. His first job 
was as a bat boy for the old New York 
Giants baseball club, and his first ambi- 
tion was to become a professional ball- 
player. 

After a year of “good field no hit” 
in semi-pro baseball, he settled for a job 
as a clerk in a Third Avenue grocery 
store and became store manager shortly 
after marrying his childhood sweet- 
heart, the former Theresa Stefanotty. 

When the store folded as a result of 


physical prowess with tense drama, it 
brings out all he’s got,” he declares. 

“In this picture we have a handful 
of men, footsore and weary and in ex- 
treme danger, The tensions mount and 
they begin to quarrel among themselves. 
This is the type of situation which gives 
an actor something he can really get his 
teeth into.” 

In addition to his motion picture ac- 
tivity, Calhoun starred in his own series 
on television, ‘““The Texan,” and has also 
produced independently. 

Among his motion picture hits have 
been ‘“The Spoilers,” based on the Rex 
Beach novel, and “The Red House,” 
which seems to play almost every night 
on television’s late, late movies. 

Before becoming an actor, Calhoun, 
in his own words, “bummed around” the 
country in such assorted occupations as 
logger, miner, cow-puncher and forest 
fire fighter. Remembering his own times 
as a “depression youth,” he has become 
active in youth work. Recently he turned 
over a 160-acre ranch near Ojai, Cali- 
fornia, to the Boy Scouts of America 
as a camping ground,

the depression, Bendix worked as a 
singing waiter in Greenwich Village 
and then landed a job with the WPA 
Federal Theatre Project, where he re- 
mained for three years. He then ap- 
peared in six plays on Broadway and 
in summer stock—all flops ! 

Finally, flat broke and after 33 years 
of nothing but reverses, Bendix scored 
a success in the role of Krupp, the po- 
liceman in William Saroyan’s “The 
Time of Your Life.” Two years later, in 
1941, he came to MGM for a part in 
“Woman of the Year” and established 
his career as a popular Hollywood 
character actor. He recalls among his 
favorite pictures, “The McGuerins of 
Brooklyn,” “Guadalcanal Diary,” “Bat- 
tle Stations,” “Three on a Match” and 
“The Babe Ruth Story.” 

“Call it a rags-to-riches saga, if you 
will,” Bendix says, “but I was in rags 
long enough to appreciate the down-to- 
earth characters | usually portray.” 


KEPT HIS PROMISE 


When Richard Arlen took on the role 
of a U.S. Colonel in MGM’s ‘The 
Young and the Brave,” an A. C. Lyles 
production starring Rory Calhoun and 
William Bendix, he kept faith with a 
promise made 30 years ago. 

Back in the 1930’s, when Arlen was 
the biggest star on the Paramount lot, 
Lyles worked there as a messenger boy. 
Arlen jokingly told the youth that when 
Lyles got to be a producer, which was 
his ambition, he would appear in every 
one of his pictures. 

“The Young and the Brave” marks 
the 15th time Arlen has kept his prom- 
ise! And he’s ready for the next one. 
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
